a restricted feeding program and 
have stuck to it ever since. It has 
definite advantages, not only to 
pocketbook, but to the pul- 
lets themselves. We still think that 
it grows a better pullet. 

If you plan to raise your pullets 
by the continuous feeding method, 
you will need one ten or twelve 
foot hopper for each 100 birds. 
Keep mash in this hopper at all 
times. Feed as much scratch grain 
in the evening as they will clean up 
in about 15 minutes. Scatter this on 
the ground. This usually works out 
in a proportion of about one half 
mash and one half scratch grain for 
the entire growing season. 

On the other hand, maybe you 
would like to force your pullets 
to eat more grass and clover. In 
this case use the restricted feeding 
method. This will grow a better 
pullet on feed, but requires 
judgment in determining 
the correct amount to feed. You can 
acquire this judgment only by ex- 
perience as no cut and dried rule 
can be given 

Supply twice as much mash hop- 
per space per 100 pullets as is re- 
quired by the continuous method 
given Chicks eight weeks 
old should have their fed gradually 
reduced until, by the time they are 
10 weeks old, they are receiving 
only as much mash and oats as they 
will consume in one to two hours 
the first thing in the morning. Feed 
the mash in the hoppers and scat- 
ter the oats on the ground. In the 
evening, only what scratch 
grain they will clean up in about 
10 minutes. By this system the 
chickens are without feed from a 
few hours after daylight until 
scratch is fed in the evening. This 
forces them to range out after bugs 
Incidentally, it produces 
a much tamer pullet that is easier 
to handle in the laying house. 

In actual tests I have seen this 
method raise pullets at a saving in 
feed cost.of 30 to 40 cents each, not 
counting the value of the extra 
grass consumed. Regardless of the 
method used, keep hen- 
size granite grit before the birds at 
all times. Do not feed oyster shells 
yet. 

Continue feeding growing mash 
by either method until the chickens 
are six months old if heavy breeds, 
or five months old if leghorns or 
similar light breeds. Change grad- 
ually to laying mash for a commer- 
cial egg flock, or to egg breeder 
mash if you are running a hatch- 
ery supply flock. Keep this mash in 
the hoppers at all times regardless 
of what method you used in grow- 
ing your pullets. Begin keeping oy-

Five Acres and a Job 


(By special request this article is reprinted 
from the March Issue.) 
HIS year the Farmers Federation is, put- 
ting on a campaign to promote five acres 
and a job. A man who has a job only is 
never quite sure of his future. His job may 
peter out. The concern he is working for may 
fold up or sickness may knock him out for a 
while, but if he has five acres and a well- 
developed plan to make the best use of those 
five acres, he is sitting pretty. It may be 
more than five acres, but if he has a piece of 
land on which he can make most of his living, 
he will be able to take care of his family. On 
a piece of land perhaps a man might have 
one real good farm project. That is, he might 
have a laying flock of four or five hundred 
hens or raise 1,000 head of turkeys or three 
batches of broilers each year. Perhaps he 
would have some berries and freeze them and 
supply his customers the year ‘round. Any- 
way, he should raise a steer so that he has 
plenty of meat all through the year. He 
could raise a hog and have plenty of ham 
and bacon through the year, raise himself 50 
or 100 broilers, freeze them and have them 
to eat through the year, then have a good big 
garden and freeze or can corn and beans, to- 
matoes, asparagus, strawberries and other 
vegetables. Boy, does it sound good! And 
this will make the finest kind of place on 
which to bring up children. Every one of 
the children can have some kind of a job, 
either taking care of the chickens, feeding the 
steer or some responsibility. There is no 
better character builder in bringing up child- 
ren than a few chores.

sales force. Sales began to jump 
and have been increasing ever 
since. A paper bottling machine 
was installed, and this provided 
another boost for sales. In the 
spring of 1949 a change was made 
from round bottles to the very at- 
tractive square glass bottles used 
by Skyline today. 

Skyline’s wholesale milk sales 
increased faster than retail sales at 
first, but during 1949 the retail 
sales force did much to close this 
gap. Skyline now operates five 
wholesale routes and five retail 
routes. Its ice cream truck is over- 
worked during most of the year, 
and, consequently, two combination 
milk and ice cream trucks have 
been purchased to assist in deliv- 
ering ice cream on the wholesale 
routes. 

The plant is well equipped with 
some of the most modern dairy pro- 
cessing machinery. A laboratory is 
included at the rear of the building 
so that a close check can be made 
on the purity of milk at all times. 





Already the capacity of Skyline’s 
ice cream hardening room has 
proved too small and it has been 
remodeled this year. Various other 
changes in plant and equipment are 
being made as experience indicates 
the need for them. 

Ralph B. Gardner is the manag- 
er of Skyline Dairies. A native of 
Connecticut and graduate of Con- 
necticut State College, he came to 
Skyline in February, 1949, and has 
worked early and late to develop 
the business. Adrian D. Redmond 
assumed the duties of Assistant 


Manager last month. W. M. Reed is 
wholesale manager, and G. Craw- 
ford Dotson is in charge of retail 
sales. Joseph Dowdle has worked 
his way up through every phase of 
plant operation to become plant 
superintendent. Doyle Freeman 
heads the ice cream department. 
Both Dowdle and Freeman have 
recently completed short courses 
at N. C. State College.

the world is growing green.” 
Leaves and blossoms which only 
yesterday were a swollen red with 
their new life are suddenly burst- 
ing out, for “April rain has laughed 
the land out of its wintry way and 
coaxed all growing things to greet 
with gracious garb the May.” 

Although we can expect much 
calmer, milder weather this month 
after a blustery March, still we 
shall have to watch for good work- 
ing days outside when the ground 
is sufficiently dry to work and it is 
not too damp and cool for comfort 

Gardening activities, though, be- 
gin to take on real momentum this 
month, gradually increasing until 
a fevered pitch is reached in May 
Perhaps the perennial border, 
which comes into active growth 
this month, demands our first at- 
tention. Besides a good cleaning up 
and trimming all dead stalks from 
the plants, the beds should be work 
ed over, digging in a good top- 
dressing of fertilizer. If manure 
was used earlier, an addition of 
bone meal or superphosphate will 
add the phosphates the manure 
lacks, then a second feeding of a 
balanced fertilizer should be used 
later in the month. By this time 
most of the perennials, including 
some of the late lilies, will have 
made sufficient growth to show 
their position, so that there will be 
no danger of digging into them. A 
few of the perennials like Shasta 
daisies, phlox, hardy asters and 
chrysanthemums will need divid- 
ing, for they benefit from yearly 
divisions. It is better, however, to 
wait until around May 1 to divide 
the “mums.” 

There are some perennials like 
Iris Daylilies, Veronica and Salvia 
that need dividing about every 
third year, in the fall (preferably); 
and still others like peonies, platy- 
coden, Dictamnus (gas-plant) Sta- 
tice, Baptisia, and gypsophila that 
can live on for years without dis- 
turbing. 

Young perennial plants that have 
been raised from seeds or bought 
can be put in this month in well- 
enriched beds. It is more effective 
to plant them in groups of three or 
five

should begin; and should be kept 
up at regular intervals of ten days 
or two weeks. New roses that have 
been hilled up should have the dirt 
gradually pulled back as soon as 
sprouts begin to appear, but do not 
uncover all at once. 

Annual seedlings planted indvors 
last month or in the cold frame, 
need transplanting and hardening 
off betore putting outdoors in their 
permanent beds. During the day, 
cold-frames should be left open and 
the flats should be moved to a 
protected area, or brought indoors 
if the temperature goes 
45 degrees F.

The remaining tender annual 
seeds may be planted outdoors 
with reasonable safety after the 
15th of the month; as the average 
date of the last frost for this area, 
according to our weather bureau, 
is April 11, although we have been 
known to have frost even in May. 
However, if the weather stays 
damp and cool, nothing is gained 
by planting warm-weather plants 
like zinnias and marigolds as the 
seeds will stay dormant and may 
even rot while awaiting suitable 
conditions for germination. 

Preparations may get under way 
this month for planting around the 
first of May, two of our main gar- 
den standbys—Dahlias and gladi- 
oli. In either case, the beds where 
they are to be planted should be 
carefully prepared and enriched. 

With Dahlias, the job of dividing 
the clumps (if not done in the fall) 
is one that requires special care. 
It may be made a little easier by 
placing tubers in boxes of damp 
sand for several days in order for 
“eyes’’ to sprout enough to show 
where they are. Then, using a sharp 
knife, be sure to get one or more 
“eyes’’ with each division. 

With glads, a careful inspection 
of the corms should be made, 
cleaning off loose outer skins in 
order to inspect any diseased con- 
dition. These should be discarded 
and the rest should be disinfected 
for thrip before planting. Several 
preparations are recommended, but 
the bysol solution, one and one 
fourth tablespoons to a gallon of 
water, is an easy and effective 
method to use. Place corms, accord- 
ing to varieties, in mesh fruit bags 
and soak in solution around 3 
hours, planting while wet. 

As a final reminder, begin 
grooming plants for the spring 
flower show, May 18 and 19

Mr. Snelson stated that in 1948 
the association bred a total of 600 
cows, and this was increased to 
1,000 last The association 
was organized about two and one- 
half years ago and now has more 
than 300 members.

Snelson left his heifers, which 
are fat and sleek now, on pasture 
all winter feeding them nothing 
in addition to the pasture except a 
little hay which was stacked in the 
field.

Believes In 


Wendell Brown, a Grade A dairy 
owner in the Leicester section of 
Buncombe County, realizes thie 
value of good pastures. 


Mr. Brown seeded 14 acres of 
pasture to Ladino-Orchard grass in 
February, 1948, after applying two 
tons of lime, 300 pounds of phos- 
phate and 200 pounds of 1-12-12 
fertilizer per acre. In the spring of 
1949, he used the equivalent of 500 
pounds of 0-12-12 in the form of 
phosphate and potash. This spring, 
he plans to use the equivalent of 
500 pounds of 0-9-27 in the form 
of phosphate and potash. 


Good Pastures 


During the 1949 season, Mr. 
Brown pastured 15 dairy cattle and 
one horse on this acreage and 
reaped six tons of high quality 
hay from just nine acres of the pas- 
ture. The remaniing six acres were 
used as pasture in late fall. The 
pasture is divided in half and Mr. 
Brown moves his cattle back and 
forth from one half to the other. 
Even with this usage, he still has 
to mow the pasture. The land used 
for pasture previously was pro- 
ducing from 20 to 25 bushels of 
corn per acre. Mr. Brown averages 
selling more than 9,000 pounds of 
milk per month to Skyline dairy.

Operation Economy is the name 
given a project aimed at saving 
four billion dollars a year in tax 
money now going into waste, in- 
efficiency and duplication as re- 
ported by the Hoover Commission 
following a two-year investigation 
of governmnet operation. The pro- 
ject is supported by Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce chapters through- 
out the country

1947, Congress auth- 
unanimous vote, the 
launching of a great effort to plan 
an efficient, economical govern- 
ment reorganization. This Congres- 
sional act established a 12-man 
commission on organization of the 
Executive Branch of the Govern- 
ment, consisting of six Republi- 
cans and six Democrats, headed by 
ex-president Herbert Hoover. The 
committee was then provided with 
two million dollars for expenses in 
research and printing and was 
directed to submit to Congress 
plans for the limiting of expendi- 
tures and elimination of duplica- 
tion and overlapping of services, 
functions and activities of the gov 
ernment. The commission also was 
asked to submit plans for abolish- 
ing defining and limiting these ser- 
vices, functions and activities of 
the Executive 
ernment.

After enlisting some 300 of the 
nation’s ablest experts in the var- 
ious fields of government activity, 
the commission began its investi- 
gations. Some of the facts discov- 
ered and reported by this commis- 
sion were as follows 

1. Salaries of the federal job- 
holders cost the taxpayers $5,650, 
000,000 in 1948 

2. Turn-overs in federal employ- 
ment amount to 500,000 a year. 

3. Supervisors are rated and paid 
according to the number of work- 
ers under them; they are encourag- 
ed to build up their work forces 
recklessly. 

4. The paperwork done on every 
government purchase transaction 
costs more than $10 in labor and 
materials. Yet, approximately half 
the several million purchase orders 
which the government issues each 
than $10.

000,000 square feet of floor space

and the filing equipment needed 
to handle the records is worth 
$154,000,000. 

6. No one knows the total worth 
of government personal property 
currently being used. In the conti- 
nental United States, the Federal 
Government has, in storage, mili- 
tary and civilian inventories esti- 
mated at $27,000,000,000. It has 
more than 1,000,000 motor vehicles 
including military, worth $2,000,- 
000,000. It pays out more than 
$1,000,000,000 a year for transpor- 
tation of property. 

7. More than $6,000,000,000 a 
year is spent for new material, 
supplies and equipment for the 
regular activities of federal civil- 
ian and military agencies. 

8. In the past 30 years the Fed- 
eral Government has spent more 
than $30,000,000,000 on develop- 
ment of transportation facilities 

9. Federal agencies engaged in 
public works got $1,300,000,000 in 
appropriations this fiscal year. To 
complete the works now in con- 
struction will require $4,500,000,000 
more. Projects authorized by Con- 
gress but not yet started, call for an 
additional $7,500,000,000 

10. A rceent survey showed 23,- 
000 persons working full time in 
government personnel offices, 
drawing total salaries of $76,000,000 
a year. These and others working 
matters 
provide a ratio of one personnel 
worker for every 38 employees. 

11. The Post Office Department, 
operating under a “maze of out- 
moded laws” had revenues of 
$1,300,000,000 in 1948, with a de 
ficit of $310,000,000 or 22% of rev- 
enues. Of the 5,000,000 employees, 
22,000 are politically appointed 

12. The state Department is lab- 
oring under an “intolerable” ad- 
ministrative burden. 

13. The Agriculture Department 
operates as a “loose confederation 
of independent bureaus and agen- 
cies.’ In one county in Georgia, 47 
government employees attached to 
7 separate field services of the Ag- 
riculture Department have been 
working with 1,500 employees 

14. The federal budget system 
is “totally inadequate.” 

15. The Defense 
cannot hire or fire anyone in the 
Department except those on his 
immediate staff; the Secretaries of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force may 
qo over his head to the President, 
and if military recommendations 
had been followed, the defense 
budget would be $30,000,000,000 
this year 

16. Veterans’ Administration has 
15,432 persons at work handling

zen’s Committee for Reorganiza- 
tion of the Executive Branch of 
the Government, a group with 
headquarters at 1421 Chestnut 
Street, Philadelphia, Pa. Some of 
the presidents have succeeded frac- 
tionally, they say, but none has 
accomplished the reorganization 
necessary.

The Junior Chamber of Com- 
mrece says its part in this program 
is to keep the Hoover Commission 
report out of dusty pigeonholes in 
Washington. The Jaycees, with 
1,800 local chapters, has made Op- 
eration Economy its number one 
project for the year The immediate 
goal, they say, is to have at least 
ten per cent of the residents in 
every community write congress 
and the president in support of the 
Hoover recommendations. Repeat 
letters are urged as each bill of the 
Hoover recommendations is pre 
sented in congress. 

The Jaycees are planning an ed- 
ucational campaign to mobilize 
public opinion in every commun- 
ity. Speakers bureaus will present 
the facts to show conditions exist- 
ing in our federal government and 
tell the citizens of the Hoover rec- 
ommendations to correct the situ- 
ation. In every community the bat- 
tle cry of the local campaign 1s 
“Waste not Want not... Sup- 
port the Hoover report and its 
recommendations for streamlining 
our government.”

The Highest Record Proceeds 
And An Effective Program 


We had a most gratifying ex- 
perience with the Lord’s Acre 
work at New Prospect Baptist 
Church, Cleveland County, last 
year. Our pastor, Rev. A. M. Kiser. 
who had learned the value of the 
Lord’s Acre work at Waco Baptist 
Church, invited Rev Dumont 
Clarke to present the plan to us. 
There was a fine response on the 
part of our people. Financially, we 
gained a return of $4,395.32 from 
our Lord’s Acre program and Mr 
Clarke has informed us that this 
is the largest return in a single 
year thus far gained by any church 
in Western North Carolina. This 
sum will go to help pay off the 
debt on our beautiful new building, 
and leaves a balance which we 
should easily be able to pay with 
the returns from Lord’s Acre pro-

Our members are seeing clearly 
the opportunities for spiritu 
growth, as well as financial return, 
through the work on dedicated pro- 
jects. About 95% of our people re- 
ceive much of their income from 
farm crops and our deacons showed 
a most pleasing eagerness to help 
start dedicated projects. Sixty dol- 
lars was set aside to be given to 
boys and girls to help them buy 
seed, fertilizer, pigs or to start 
other projects. Ten dollars was set
